Midway  Road,  Suite  400,  Dallas,  Texas  75244,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  Ihis  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions 
(including  the  completion  ol  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  Jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1 .     In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained.  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following 
deserted  land,  hereinafter  called  teased  premises:

in  the  County  of  Tarrant,  state  of  TEXAS,  containing  0.2210  gross  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by  reversion, 
prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas.  along  with  al  hydrocarbon  and  non  hydrocarbon  substances 
produced  in  association  therewith  (including  geophysical/seismic  operations).  The  term  *gas*  as  used  herein  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other  commercial  gases,  as 
wed  as  hydrocarbon  gases.

Shan  be  in  force  for  a  primary  term  of  FIVE  (S)  years  from  the  date  hereof,  and  for  as  long  thereafter 
as  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  paying  quantities  from  the  teased  premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith  or  this  lease  is  otherwise 
maintained  In  effect  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

3.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other  liquid 
hydrocarbons  separated  al  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shad  be  Twenty  Two  and  One-HaW  Percent  <22.S%1  of  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  option

All  payments  or  tenders  may  be  made  in  currency,  or  by  check 
or  by  draft  and  such  payments  or  tenders  to  Lessor  or  to  the  depository  by  deposit  in  the  US  Mails  in  a  stamped  envelope  addressed  to  the  depository  or  to  the  Lessor  at  the 
last  address  known  to  Lessee  shall  constitute  proper  payment  it  the  depository  should  liquidate  or  be  succeeded  by  another  institution,  or  for  arty  reason  fail  or  refuse  to 
accept  payment  hereunder.

5.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Paragraph  3  above,  if  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (hereinafter  called  'dry  hole*)  on  the 
leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  all  production  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  8  or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then  in  the  event  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  it  shall 
nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  for  reworking  an  existing  wel  or  for  drilling  an  additional  wen  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production  on 
the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  90  days  after  completion  of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  90  days  after  such  cessation  of  ail  production.  If  at  the 
end  of  the  primary  term,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  but  Lessee  is  then  engaged  in  drilling,  reworking  or  arty  other  operations 
reasonably  calculated  to  obtain  or  restore  production  therefrom,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  any  one  or  more  of  such  operations  are  prosecuted  with  no  cessation 
of  more  than  90  consecutive  days,  and  if  any  such  operations  result  in  the  production  of  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby,  as  long  thereafter  as  there  is  production 
in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith.
